London, October 29.—Prince Louis of 
Battenberg, about whom there has 
been much gossip because of his Aus- 
trian origin, has resigned his position 
as first sea lord of the admiralty. No 
open charges have been made against 
him, but a newspaper campalgn against 
him holding such a high command is 
thought responsible for his withdrawal. 

Announcement of Prince Louis’ resig- 
nation was made tonight in the court 
circular, which stated that the prince 
had been received in audience the 
@sing on relinquishing his appointment. 
Born in Austria. 

born in Austria, 
Louis came to England as a boy and 
was naturalized in 1868, when he was 
only fourteen vears old. Twenty-three 
years later 
tainey, and after another thirteen years 
became a rear admiral. He was ap- 
pointed first sea lerd in 1912—a few 
years after his visit to America. 

Beside the fact that he was born in 
Austria, the chief argument his oppo- 
nents made against him was that he is 
the brother-in-law of Prince Henry of 
Prussia, who holds a somewhat similar 
command in the German navy. 

There were rumors some time ago 
that Prince Louis had been confined in 
the Tower of London. These reports 
gained little serious consideration, 
however, but the authorities deemed it 
expedient that he should appear more 
in public instead of confining himself 
to the admiralty, where, since the out- 
break of the war, he had been work- 
ing night and day directing the strategy 
of the navy. He was considered one of 
the most noted strategists of the ad- 
miralty. 

Attacked Because of Birth. 

Recently some of the less influential 
newspapers took up the matter, asking 
that some statement be made regarding 
the retention of an officer of German 
birth as the professional head of the 
navy. The Globe. while expressing 
sympathy for the prince, whom it de- 
scribed as “himself the soul of honor, 
but who is the subject of malignant 
gossip and unfounded suspicions,” 
asked that for his own sake “no less 
for that of thé nation over whose desti- 
nies he now exercises such paramount 
influence,” some autnoritative state- 
ment be issued “‘of a nature so em- 
phe Ltic and so unqualified as to remove 
fore ver every cloud of doubt and to 
silence every breath of rumor.” 

The prince’s defenders quickly re- 
plied with the record of his services 
and those of his family to rland.

The admiralty has issued the follow- 
ing correspondence between Admiral 
Prinee Louis of Battenberg and Winston 
Spencer Churchill, first lord of the ad- 
miralty. Prince Louis in a letter to 
Mr. Churchill, dated October 28, said: 

“Dear Mr. Churchill: I have lately 
been driven to the painful conclusion 
that at this juncture my birth and 
parentage have the effect of impairing 
in some respects my usefulness on the 
board of the admiralty. In the circum- 
stances I feel it my duty as a loyal 
subject of his majesty to resign my 
office of first sea lord, hoping thereby 
to facilitate the task of the adminis- 
tration of the great service to 'which I 
have devoted my life and to ease the 
burden laid on his majesty’s ministers. 

“T am yours very truly, 

‘LOUIS OF BATENBERG, Admiral.” 

Mr. Churchill, under date of October 
29, replied: 

“My Dear Prince Louis: This is no 
ordinary war, but a struggle between 
nations for life or death. It raises pas- 
sions between the races of a most ter- 
kind. It effaces the old land- 
marks and frontiers of our civilization. 

“T cannot further oppose the wish 
vou have during the last few weeks 
expressed to me to be released from 
the burden of responsibility which you 
have borne thus far with so much 
honor and success. 

“The anxieties and toils which rest 
upon the naval administration of our 
country are In themselves enough to 
try a man’s spirit; and when to them 
are added the ineradicable difficulties 
of which you speak, I could not at this 
juncture, in fairness, ask you to sup- 
port them. 

“The navy of today, and still more, 
the navy of tomorrow, bears the im- 
print of your work. The enor mous im- 
pending influx of ships are the results 
of labors which we have had in com- 
mon, and in w hich the board of admi- 
raltvy owes so much to your aid. I must 
express publicly my deep indebtedness 
to you and the pain I feel at the sev- 
erance of our official association. 

“In all circumstances you are right 
in your decision. The spirit in which 
vou have acted is the same in which 
Prince Maurice of gattenberg has 
given his life to our cause, and in 
which your gallant son is now serving 
in the fleet.

Belgians Control Road and River. 

The Belgians now control the rail- 
road between Nieuport. and Dixmude, 
as well as the river Yseer, where the 
Bavarian troops had their wish ful- 
filled that they should encounter the 
British, which they did to thelr cost. 
The allies tn: that region are said to 
have the Germans well in hand. 

From Ypres to Arras fighting of the 
severest kind went on all day. For 
the most part it favored the allies, who 
made a considerable advance at some 
points, 

Along the entrenched line from the 
Aisne to the Argonne forest, General 
von Kluck seems to have abandoned 
his attempt to break the allies’ lines, 
and has given way in many places and 
retired to trenches in the rear.

Later they sallied forth and a warning 
was issued by Russia that should the 
Russian warships meet these two 
cruisers they would open fire. 

The former German warships have

English Ambassador and Acte| 
ing Secretary Lansing Con- 
fer About Matter. 


Washington, October 29.—After a 
conference between Acting Secretary of 
State Lansing and Sir Cecil Spring- 
Rice, the British ambassador, late to- 
day, it was stated authoritatively that 
Great Britain probably would release 
vessels carrying American copper de- 
tained at Gibraltar.

Incidentally the British ambassador 
revealed that negotiations were well 
under way between Great Britain and 
all neutral countries of Europe where- 
by neutral governments would act as 
consignees of all products classed as 
conditional contraband. Ilit is intended 
to put the guarantee of each neutral 
government behind shipments to insure 
against re-exportation. 

In the case of copper already en 
route to Italy or Sweden or Greece, 
the British government will be guided 
by the ultimate destination of each 
cargo, oftering to buy the copper be- 
lieved to be consigned indirectly to 
Krupp’s ammunition works in Germany 
or to Austrian factories. 

The ambassador made it plain that

MAY ATTACK GERMANS 


‘Hunger May Impel the People 


Left in Ravaged Country 
to an Outbreak.

Londen, October 29.—Fear that the 
Belgians remaining in their devastated 
country would be impelled . through 
hunger to attack the German military 
authorities was expressed in a telegram 
received here today from Captain T. F. 
Lucey, representative of the American 
commission for Belgian relief. 

The message, sent trom Hotterdam to 
Herbert CC. Hoover, chairman of the re- 
lief commission, said Captain Lucey had 
been told by relief workers that in 
Brussels, Charleroi, Liege, Namur, 
Mons and Dinant 3,000,000 persons were 
being fed by charity, and that only 


of Liege conditions were 
more desperate than elsewhere, if 
possible. There the necessaries of life 
were urgently needed. 

“Beans, peas and rice are acceptable,” 
the telegram continued, “but the great 
necessity and the urgent appeals from 
all concerned are for wheat flour. 

“You may be convinced that any 
statement you have heard has under- 
estimated conditionsin Belgium. Great 
danger is threatened. To avoid it vou 
must get flour to the people, and get it 
at once. 

The steamer Iris, the second: ship to 
take supplies to Belgium for the Ameri- 
can committee, is expected to sail from 
London Saturday with 1400 tons of 
wheat, rice and peas. 

“The Dutch minister of the interior,” 
says Reuter’s correspondent at The 
Hague, “has instructed Dutch officials 
handling Belgian fugitives in Holland 
that the invitation extended to these 
fugitives to return to their own coun- 
try. must not degenerate into compul- 
sion.

Steel Magnate Looks for Early 
Improvement— Discusses 
European War. 


Birmingham, Ala., October 29.—An 
optimistic prediction of business con- 
ditions in this country for the immedi- 
ate future and the statement that the 
struggle for commercial supremacy 
was the underlying cause of the Eu- 
ropean war, were features of the ad- 
dress delivered by Judge Sibert H.

Business to Improve. 
_ “Without particularizing,” said Judge 
Gary, “it would’ seem safe to predict 
that in many important respects, busi- 
ness conditions in the United States 
for the next three months at least will 
be better than they have been the last 
three months. As to the long future, 
I Say with emphasis that the oppor- 
tunities for progress in this country 
are greater than ever before.”’ 

Mr. Gary declared if the European 
war is continued with its present vio- 
lence for eighteen months, the loss of

“Paradoxical as it may seem,” 

. Gary, “the nation which is success- 

in this war will surely lose. The 
struggle for commercial supremacy was 
the underlying cause of the war and 
many bélieve if respresenatives of the 
different nations previously had met in 
friendly spirit to settle the financial 
interests involved, all trouble could 
have been averted. 

“Undoubtedly it would be to the best 
interests of all the nations engaged in 
the present war, and to the world-at- 
large, if the integrity and geographical 
lines of each of these nations could be 
Substantially preserved.” 

The speaker aserted his belief in the 
efficiency of an agreement between all 
the countries for arbiration of all in- 
ternational cisputes.

$2 often since then. I have seen butter at 
65 cents per pound.; unbleached muslins at 
22 cents per yard, and calicoes at 15 cents, 
and everybody lived fine. 

Cotton in my estimation is worth just as 
much now as 4t was in July, 1914. People 
jam their money down into their stockings, 
commence proclaiming hard times as soon 
as they read of a war somewhere. Why, 
you’d think there never was going to be 
another bit of cotton goods manufactured 
in the world again. Domt let anyone fool 
you and get your good cotton away from 
you at “nothing” prices. Take it from me, 
you can have a cloudy day or month in this 
big country, but you won't see things that 
way long. No, sir; the American people are 
wonders for building. took at San Fran- 
cisco, in 1906 wouldn't you think they had 
their finish? Look at Dayton, Ohio, and the 
great Mississippi valley in 1913, wouldn't yoy 
think they were done for? Yet in twelye 
months one wouldn't Know anything had 
occurred. 

One more word and I am done. My ex- 
perience has always been there was depres- 
sion on announcement of war on the other 
side, then we come forth with the greatest 
years of prosperity. This will be no excep- 
tion, and never in this world will such 
bright days be seen in this beautiful south 
as are surely coming. Remember, God put 
the bow of promise in the sky many centu- 
ries ago, and it’s still there.

Deserving Case Is Pointed Out Farms’ Rent Free for Two 
by the Associated Years Promised by Ste- 
Charities. vens Bros. & Co.

Brandeis Declares Roads Have 
Shown No Justification for 


Proposed Increase. 
- 


Washington, October 29.—Argument 
on the application of thirty-five east- 
ern railroad systems for a general ad- 
vance in freight rates was begun to- 
day before the interstate commerce 
commission. Counsel for the roads 
Summed up the evidence presented in 
favor of the increase, and representa- 
tives of shippers appeared to oppose 
the application. The arguments will 
@ closed, by agreement, tomorrow 


morning. 

Reviewing arguments presented by 
counsel for the roads, Louis Brandeis, 
the commission’s special counsel, de- 
clared in his address that the only new 
fact adduced to justify their plea was 
the European war. No specific show- 
ing had been made, he said, as to the 
injustice of any existing rates, and he 
expressed the opinion that if the com- 
mission saw fit to grant the advance, 
thereby modifying its previous ruling, 
it would exceed its legal powers and 
invade the province of congress to de- 
clare governmental policies. 

“ B. James and F. E. Paulson, rep- 
resenting shippers of brick and tile; 
Frank L. Yon and Charles M. Johnston, 
representing Pennsylvania coal pro- 
ducers; Luther M. Walters, representing 
lumber atid live stock shippers, and 
Rush Butler, gounsel for the Chicago 
Association of Commerce, all argued 
that nothing had been brought out at 
the new hearing to justify the advance 
of any specific rate. 

Case for Railroads. 

Eight hours was allowed for 
ment, the time being equally divided 
between those advocating and those 
opposing the application. The case for 
the railroads was opened by George S. 
Patterson, of the Pennsylvania system, 
who was followed by D. J. Minnis, of 
the Wabash; O. E. Butterfield, of the 
New York Central, and others who 
dealt with specific features of the case. 
Mr. Patterson urged that the proposed 
incr@éases were reasonable, and declared 
the roads were not asking for them “as 
a matter of grace. 

Amplifying his position, Mr. 
presented a table compiled 
Statistics introduced by the 
support their claim that revenués 
fallen off greatly in 1913 and in 
and August of the current year. his 
indicated, he said,* that while there 
had been an $8,000,000 decrease in gross 
revenue last August, the actual result 
had been an increase of $600,000 in 
net revenues.

but Mr. Brandeis insisted that even if 
considered it would have little bearing.

NO FOOD EXPERIMENTS 
ON THE AMERICAN NAVY 


Washington, October 29.—Efforts of 
purchasing officers of the navy to se- 
cure only the most wholesome food for 
the enlisted men, are revealed in a spe- 
cial order which Paymaster General 
McCowan has just issued to the offi- 
cers and chiefs ig his bureau. In it 
he declares that “our men are no 
‘poison squad,’ but human beings and 
American citizens, for whom we stand 
in the relation of trustee insofar as 
relates to the question of food.” He 
announces that “every effort to try on 
the navy any experiments of tests of 
any food product whatever shall be 
promptly suppressed.” As the enlisted 
men have “no choice as to what they 
shall eat, and because adequate and 
satisfactory subsistence is the very 
foundation not only of real efficiency, 
but of discipline itself, there is no 
class of purchases for the naval ser- 
vice,” he says, “that need to be more 
constantly watched than provisions.” 

Another order by the paymas- 
ter eneral advises the contract, 
requisition and supply sections to 
“eso slow on waiving competition, 
even in cases where it is permissi- 
ble” and to stand by the lowest bidder 
whenever possible. He declares that 
“government ‘red tape’ is never ob- 
jectionable to honest men except when 
it is needlessly wound up so tight and 
eo long thet it results in obstruction.”
